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Mnio Breeders Meet

The annual business conference and picnic 
of the Ohio Aberdeen-Angus Breeders asso- 
ciation was held Wednesday at Grand View 
Hills farm, the home of Frederick G. Stroop. 
Forty-five breeders from various sections of 
the state attended the meeting, and more 
than 100 were guests. Representatives from 
the Ohio experiment station, Ohio State uni- 
versity, and trade journals were present, 
and most of them addressed the meeting 
after the lengthy business sessions were 
ver. . 

. Ideal conditions for holding the annual 
meeting are found at Grand View Hills farm. 
Business sessions were held on the big 
porch overlooking the estate. The morning 
session was devoted to reviewing the situa- 
tion of the Aberdeen-Angus breeding indus- 
try in Ohio. F. G. Stroop was chairman of 
the meeting. He read a collection of facts 
and figures, which outlined the history of 
the Ohio association and described the situ- 
ation as it exists today. ; 

The facts disclosed a satisfactory situa- 
tion within the industry, with the excep- 
tion of conditions due to the depression, 
with which all are familiar and none re- 
sponsible. Ground for encouragement was 
found in the spirit which animates the 
members of the association, who were urged 
to carry on with an eye to the future, when 
demands will return and the business of pro- 
ducing beef cattle becomes greater than 
ever before in the country. 

Several speakers, all breeders of Aber- 
deen-Angus, reviewed their experience and 
discussed various means and methods of 
practicing the actual activities. All speeches 
were optimistic and a general feeling of 
encouragement prevailed 

At noon the session adjourned to the 
garage, where a cafeteria lunch had been 
prepared. 

At the afternoon session a ticket propos- 
ed by the committee for directors to serve 
the ensuing year was voted into office with- 
out a dissenting vote.

Officers for the year are: president, 
George H. Rhemert, Troy; vice president, E. 
G. Little, Dresden; secretary-treasurer, Dan 
W. Martin, Oxford. 

Following the election of officers, which 
ended the real business for which the meet- 
ing was held, various guests were called on 
to address the members. W. H. Tomhave, 
of Chicago, secretary of the American Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders association, reviewed 
the result of a survey he had conducted 
this spring for the national asociation, in 
which every part of the country had been 
visited. The purpose of the survey was to 
get first hand information for breeders, 
to guide them in the year’s program. He 
expressed satisfaction with the survey and 
urged breeders to relax none of their activ- 
ities but to enlarge where possible, in the 
belief that they will be called on to supply 
a demand which will grow out of the de- 
pression. 

Paul Gerlaugh of the Ohio Experiment 
station at Wooster, urged members to breed 
for the best types of beef cattle and accept 
no inferior grades for the feed lot, because 
such methods pay best in the end. 

George Antrim, of Dayton, spoke about 
the interest he had in the better live stock 
activities, and called attention to the won-

derful animals of the Aberdeen-Angus breed 
then grazing in the pastures, and in the 
barns on Grand View Hills farm. The types 
had been improved to a point where prac- 
tical perfection had been reached, an amaz- 
ing contest to the types accepted 40 years 
ago. This transformation, Mr. Antrim point- 
ed out, did not just happen. It came about 
because of human effort, and this is the 
work of such groups of men as make up 
the Ohio Aberdeen-Angus Breeders associa- 
tion. 

The meeting adjourned after adopting a 
resolution to meet next year at Grand View 
Hills farm. 

Practically all the prominent breeders of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle in Ohio are mem- 
bers of the association, which numbers at 
present about 80 active members.

Doing Her Bit. 

M. C. Willford, of Canton, Minnesota, has 
an Aberdeen-Angus cow that is doing her 
bit to furnish farm relief and lift the de- 
pression. In a recent letter Mr. Willford 
lamented the financial situation in his sec- 
tion of the country where a central bank 
and seven branches had slipped out of busi- 
ness and left the farmers without a banking 
home.

ed d at Worton, Kent county, asked me to 
accompany him on his first “get-acquaint- 
ed” trip. Our first stop was at the farm 
of Mr. John H. Price, Jr., Darlington, Har- 
ford county. Here we saw four yearling 
heifers that are the nucleus of the herd that 
will be. They are sired by Briarcliff Qual- 
ity Lad 2d 435897 and Edward Pacificator 
404582 by Edward Glencarnock. These 
heifers were bred by Mrs. L. F. O. Green- 
ough in Virginia. Mr. Price, only a few 
weeks before, had purchased from Mr. Mc- 
Gregor, a good young bull by Quality Mar- 
shall 3d and out of Blackeap McHenry 62nd 
by Enlate. This calf is a very promising 
youngster and seems to be well pleased 
with his new surroundings. 
Next we stopped at Fallston, Harford 
county, to see Mr. Dean Bedford’s herd. 
Mrs. Bedford and Manager Sidney Watters 
showed us the cattle. The twenty cows are 
in just nice breeding condition. There are 
sixteen young calves on the grounds now, 
and three cows yet to calve. One calf was 
lost at birth. These calves are sired by 
Briarcliff Emperor, the present herd bull. 
This bull is lowset and smooth. He is prov- 
ing himself every inch a good sire, for the 
young calves by him are an exceptional lot. 
Their nine yearling heifers are a well- 
grown, uniform bunch. These are sired by 
Briarcliff Protestor. The steer barn con- 
tains eight fat steers, five of which are in 
preparation for the Baltimore Show in Oc- 
tober. These steers have gained and im- 
proved wonderfully since the time of our 
Annual Meeting in February. Those pres- 
ent will recall what a hard task we had 
judging them that day. They are even 
more alike now than they were then. 

We next spent a few enjoyable hours 
with Major Joseph W. Shirley at Reisters- 
town, Baltimore county. Major Shirley is 
gradually increasing his herd from a mod- 
est start. He now has four good smooth 
cows with calves at foot and three year- 
ling heifers. He is using a bull of his own 
breeding by his former herd sire; Oatka 
King 409161. This old bull is now in the 
herd of Mr. J. Pembroke Thom at Catons- 
ville. Our interesting inspection of the 
herd was followed by an invitation from 
Mrs. Joseph W. Shirley, Jr., to have lunch 
with them. We accepted and enjoyed this 
unexpected pleasure. The Shirley resi- 
dence is a fine colonial brick home, grace- 
fully occupying a well shaded knoll on the 
edge of the meadow fields, where Major 
Shirley can have his favorite cattle all 
around him. 

Going around the city and down Rolling 
Road, south of Catonsville, we came to 
Manor Vale Farm, the home of Mr. J. Pem- 
broke Thom. This farm consists of about 
300 acres, of which 30 acres are in alfalfa. 
The remainder is covered with mighty good 
bluegrass. For many years horses, cattle 
and sheep have been bred, fed and grazed 
on these sod-covered hills, and Mr. Thom 
Says the grass seems to improve as time 
goes on. Although it has only been a year 
since Mr. Thom started to assemble his 
herd, he has made rapid progress and today 
owns one of the biggest and best Aberdeen- 
Angus herds in the State. First we enter- 
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ed a big well grassed, well watered, well 
shaded pasture adjoining the barns. Here 
we saw about thirty cows and two-year-old 
heifers with eighteen or twenty young 
calves and more to come soon. With this 
bunch of females is Briarcliff Barbarian 3d 
447786 by Briarcliff Elban 387733. The 
first calves by this bull will be making 
their appearance within the next two 
months and much is expected of them be- 
cause he is a well-bred, thick bull that looks 
like a herd bull. In another field we came 
upon a bunch of yearling heifers, twelve or 
fourteen head, about half of them register- 
ed. These will be bred this coming fall and 
winter. We then saw a bunch of commer- 
citl heifers, twenty-five head or so. They 
are knee deep in bluegrass. Mr. Thom has 
just purchased Black Benz 18th, a double 
grandson of Black Benz 2nd 204481 from 
Mr. McGregor to use on these heifers. There 
were also thirty head of yearling steers in 
this field. These were purchased during 
the Baltimore Live Stock Show last fall 
and will probably go back to the show this 
next October. Between his law and other 
business responsibilities in Baltimore and 
his real estate interests in Chicago, Mr. 
Thom is kept pretty busy, but he still finds 
time to spend a few hours a day among his 
cattle. He loves them and is determined 
to have one of the best herds to be found 
anywhere. 

Our next visit was paid to Mr. Harry I. 
Rinehart, Westminster, Carroll county. Mr. 
Rinehart’s main enterprise is dairying, but 
he has decided to put Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle on his lower farm. He has recently 
purchased six grade two-year-old heifers 
and four of them now have calves at side. 
He is planning eventually to keep twelve to 
fifteen head of cows and believes the dairy 
and beef cattle proposition may be better 
than either one by itself. 

After spending the night in Emmitsburg, 
we were up for an early start out to see 
Mr. FE. R. Shriver, who maintains a small 
herd of grade Aberdeen-Angus cows. He 
also has a few grade Hereford cows, but is 
breeding everything to an Aberdeen-Angus 
bull. Mr. Shriver has been feeding steers 
on his different farms for many years and 
is trying out the plan of raising his own 
calves. He showed us the only calf creep 
we saw on our whole trip and the extra 
grain was telling its story in the better 
growth and condition of the calves. 

We then slipped across the line into 
Pennsylvania to see Mr. Walter K. Sharpe, 
Chambersburg. His cow herd numbers 
seventeen head of big, roomy-matrons and 
practically all of them had young calves. 
The herd bull, bred at the Ames Plantation 
in Tennessee, is just about as much bull for 
his inches as one will see. He is smooth, 
deep, compact, and level in his lines with 
a very full quarter. That this bull is prov- 
ing an ideal “nick” with Mr. Sharpe’s cows 
is very evident in the quality, type and 
uniformity of the twenty yearling and two- 
year-old heifers we saw by him. Mr. 
Sharpe is keeping these to increase his 
herd. They are certainly a most creditable 
bunch. Many breeders who have been in 
the game much longer than Mr. Sharpe 
cannot show as good a bunch of heifers of 
their own breeding. In the barn were five 


steers ready for market. They are good 
and may go to Lancaster to the Show this 
month. Mr. Sharpe also has a good long- 
yearling bull that he is offering for sale. 
We enjoyed visiting with Mr. Sharpe and 
seeing his cattle. We left with the feeling 
that he will soon be filling a real place in 
the Aberdeen-Angus ranks of his state. 

Our next stop was at the farm of Mr. 
George W. Mobley, Laytonsville, Montgom- 
ery county. One must see this farm and 
herd of cattle to appreciate them. Consist- 
ing of two hundred seventeen acres of land 
as good as found anywhere, with pastures, 
cornfields, wheat fields and hay fields, 
really yielding, with cows, calves and year- 
lings fit for inspection at any time, this is 
an Aberdeen-Angus establishment that any- 
one interested in commercial beef produc- 
tion will find appealing. The herd consists 
of about thirty cows kept to produce fat 
yearlings. The cows are bred to drop 
calves during the fall months. We saw a 
bunch of last fall’s calves that had only 
been weaned a few weeks. They are weigh- 
ing around 650 pounds and are receiving 
some grain on grass. Mr. Mobley makes 
a practice of keeping a few of his best 
heifers from time to time. He takes good 
care of his herd and is getting results. Mr. 
Mobley went with us to the adjoining farm 
of Mr. Henry H. Griffith, Here we saw 
about twenty cows and their calves. This 
herd is a grade herd and the calves are fat- 
tened for market. It was noon and Mr. 
Mobley had made lunch arrangements for 
us. We found he not only produces real 
beef, but also serves that kind to his 
guests. While we could not be certain 
whether the steak was from an Aberdeen- 
Angus bullock, we were agreed that its de- 
liciousness practically eliminated any oth- 
er source. 

Doughregan Manor, near Ellicott City, 
Howard county, was the next herd seen. 
This large estate of around 2000 acres is 
owned by Mr. Phillip Carroll, a descendant 
of Charles Carroll, one of the signers of 
the Declaration of Independence. Manager 
Charles J. Gerwig was not at home, but 
we saw the cattle anyway. The herd con- 
sists of about fifty grade cows. Last year’s 
crop of steers and a few heifers are in the 
barn. They are weighing around 800 
pounds and will soon be ready to go. 

The last herd visited was that of Mr. J. 
H. Pearce, Jr., of Monkton, Baltimore coun- 
ty. Mr. Pearce’s herd consists of twelve 
unregistered two-year-old heifers that are 
bred to calve this fall and the herd bull 
secured from Mr. Charles T. Neale. We 
found his cattle in excellent condition. Mr. 
Pearce is planning on adding a few pure 
bred heifers in the near future. He has an 
excellent farm and is well equipped to han- 
dle cattle. This ended our little tour. Time 
did not permit us to see a large number 
of other herds, but Mr. McGregor said he 
was satisfied with this as a starter. He 
wants to become acquainted with Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders and hopes to visit as soon 
as possible, all the remaining herds not 
seen on this trip, and when he does this, I 
hope he will ask me to join him. 

A few days ago I saw the good herd of 
Mr. George W. Bailey, Wickwire, Earle-

Wheat occasionally sells at a lower price 
per bushel than corn. Chemical analyses of 
wheat and corn indicate that they should 
have approximately the same feeding value. 
Some cattle feeders have found wheat a 
most satisfactory feed, while others have 
reported that it is decidedly inferior to 
corn. The most common criticisms of wheat 
are that it causes digestive disturbances 
and is unpalatable. 
These conflicting opinions indicated to us 
the need for additional information on sev- 
erai phases of this problem. Accordingly, 
eight lots of yearling steers were fed at the 
Kansas Agricultural Experiment Station 
during the past winter. The primary object 
of this test was to determine whether or 
not wheat is a satisfactory feed for fatten- 
ing cattle, and, if so, how it should be fed. 
It was realized at the outset that should 
the relative price of wheat and corn change, 
there would probably be little interest in 
wheat feeding when the experiment closed. 
Wheat is now quoted at a higher price than 
corn; but there is still considerable interest 
in its feeding value, doubtless because pres- 
ent indications are that the world wheat 
supply during the next decade may at times 
exceed the demand for it as human food. 
Even with wheat worth more than corn, 
the feeding of low-grade wheat to live stock 
would very likely be profitable and at the 
same time bring wheat prices into a strong- 
er position. Thus information regarding 
the problem of feeding wheat may in the 
future be of great value, not only to cattle 
feeders but to wheat growers as well. 
The eight lots of cattle used in this ex- 
periment were fed as follows: 
Lot 1—Ground corn, cottonseed meal, si- 
lage, and alfalfa hay. 
Lot 2—Ground corn 2-3, ground wheat 
1-3, cottonseed meal, silage and alfalfa hay. 
Lot 3—Ground corn 1-3, ground wheat 
2-3, cottonseed meal, silage and alfalfa hay. 
Lot 4—Ground wheat, cottoneed meal, si- 
lage, and alfalfa hay. 
Lot 5—Ground corn, cottonseed meal, and 
alfalfa hay. 
Lot 6—Ground corn 2-3, ground wheat 
1-3, cottonseed meal, and alfalfa hay. 
Lot 7—Ground corn 1-3, ground wheat 
2-3, cottonseed meal, and alfalfa hay. 
Lot 8—Ground wheat, cottonseed meal, 
and alfalfa hay. 
A study of this allotment reveals that two 
series were fed. The first series includes 
Lots 1, 2, 3 and 4, each of which received 
silage in conjunction with grain, cottonseed 
meal, and alfalfa hay. The second series 
comprised of Lots 5, 6, 7 and 8 was fed the 
same feeds as the first series except that no 
silage was used. 
In each of the lots in the first series, al- 
falfa hay was fed at the rate of two pounds 
per steer daily and silage was fed in suf- 
ficient amounts to satisfy the steers’ re- 
quirements for roughage. In the second 
series, alfalfa hay was fed liberally at first 
and gradually reduced in amount as grain 
was increased. 
Obviously Lot 5, 6, 7 and 8, or the second 
series, received considerable protein in the 
alfalfa; hence, only one pound of cotton- 
seed meal per steer daily was fed to these 
groups. On the other hand, Lots 1, 2, 3 


and 4 received only a small amount of pro- 
tein-rich alfalfa and a considerable amount 
of silage, which is deficient in protein; 
therefore it was deemed advisable to feed 
two pounds of cottonseed meal per steer 
daily in this series. 

The grain portions of the rations were 
fed according to appetite. Thus differences 
in the palatability of ground corn and 
ground wheat or of mixtures of the two, 
were determined directly since the other 
components of the rations were fed at ap- 
proximately the same levels. However, 
increases in grain were made at the same 
rate in all lots until the average daily grain 
consumption was 12 pounds. This took ap- 
proximately sixty days and during this time 
there was no indication that wheat was less 
palatable than corn. Differences in feed 
consumption, which indicate differences in 
palatability, occurred later in the feeding 
period, yet at no time was any of the lots 
off feed. 

Considerable care was taken in getting 
the steers in full-feed. This was especially 
necessary since a 180-day feeding period 
was planned and mistakes made in starting 
steers even on a check or standard ration 
are almost certain to result in digestive 
disturbances after 120 to 140 days’ feeding. 

In reality, each series was a separate 
experiment and the results will be discussed 
as such. The average initial weights of 
Lots 1, 2, 3 and 4 ranged from 613 to 620 
pounds. The lots were also balanced as 
carefully as possible with reference to 
temperament, quality and probable outcome 
of the steers. 

The average daily gains in the first ser- 
ies were as follows: Lot 1, 2.34 pounds; 
Lot 2, 2.40 pounds; Lot 3, 2.42 pounds; and 
Lot 4, 2.16 pounds. The gains made by 
steers fed ground corn, and mixtures of 
ground corn and ground wheat, were not 
significantly different. Lot 4, fed ground 
wheat, gained 33 pounds or 8 per cent less 
in 180 days than Lot 1. This difference is 
probably significant since it approximates 
the difference noted where ground corn and 
ground wheat were compared in trials at 
other experiment stations, and also agrees 
with the experiences of practical feeders. 

Differences in gains are often explained 
by variations in feed consumption, which, 
when steers are full-fed, is limited only by 
the palatability of the feeds and the ability 
of the steers to consume them. In Lots 1, 
2, 3 and 4 the average daily consumption 
of cottonseed meal was two pounds, silage 
slightly in excess of ten pounds, and alfal- 
fa hay two pounds. Since all lots consum- 
ed the same amounts of these three feeds, 
the measure of the palatability of the 
grains was in the average daily consump- 
tion of these grains, which were as fol- 
lows: Lot 1, ground corn 14.8 pounds; Lot 
2, ground corn 8.9 pounds, ground wheat 
4.5 pounds, or a total of 13.4 pounds; Lot 
3, ground corn 4.5 pounds, ground wheat 
9.0 pounds or a total of 13.5 pounds; and 
Lot 4, ground wheat 12 pounds. Thus 
ground corn was more palatable than 
ground wheat, and ground wheat was made 
more palatable by mixing it with ground 
corn. 

Feed consumption and gains, however, 
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merely indicate in a general way that Whi 

is considerably more important; name] ‘ 
amount of feed consumed per 100 it 
of gain. On the basis of the amount af 
grain required for 100 pounds gain, we fin 
that ground corn was 86 per cent <a 
ficient as ground wheat. . 

On this same basis ground corn was 88 
per cent as efficient as a mixture of ground 
wheat 1-3 and ground corn 2-3; and 39 
cent as efficient as a mixture of po 
corn 1-3 and ground wheat 2-3, These 
values based upon the results in Lots 1.9 
3 and 4 indicate definitely the high nut 
tive value of wheat. 

Another measure of the value of a ration 
is the kind and degree of finish of the 
steers to which it is fed. is measure js 
represented in this experiment by appraised 
values. One complication sometimes ¢. 
countered with this method is that the 
quality of the steers always influences the 
appraised value and may even affect jt 
more than feeds. Obviously, if two lots of 
cattle are of different quality or conform. 
tion the appraised values, even though tn 
ly indicative of the worth of the cattle, may 
not be an adequate measure of the effects 
of the feeds. 

Since nothing was known of the breeding 
or previous history of the- steers used in 
this experiment, it is not surprising that 
some of them developed and fattened in an 
entirely different manner than was antici- 
pated at the time they were started on 
feed. For this reason the appraised values 
of two of the eight lots are not accurate 
measures of the value of the rations fed 
in those lots. Cognizance of this fact will 
be taken later in this discussion. 

The appraisals were made on the basis 
of the value per hundredweight at Kansas 
City less fifty cents per hundredweight to 
cover estimated shrink and shipping cost. 
They were based on prices paid at Kansas 
City on Friday, May 20. 

Lot 1, fed ground corn was appraised at 
$6.25 per hundredweight while Lot 4, fed 
ground wheat was appraised at $6.00, the 
difference being due to the higher degree 
of finish of Lot 1. This was to be expect- 
ed since Lot 1 gained more than Lot 4. 
Lot 3, fed ground corn 1-3 and ground 
wheat 2-3, gained only slightly more than 
Lot 1 and was appraised at the same fig- 
ure or $6.25. On the other hand, Lot 2, 
fed ground corn 1-3 and ground wheat 2-3, 
gained the same as Lot 3 but was appraised 
50 cents per hundredweight lower, or $5.7. 
It was evident that this lower appraisal of 
Lot 2 was because of plainness which de- 
veloped in three steers. The others were 
rated on a par with those in Lots 1 and 3. 

From the standpoint of the cattle feeder, 
the most logical method of evaluating 
wheat and corn is on the basis of the re 
turn per bushel fed, since grains are the 
most expensive portions of the ration 
These returns were calculated by charging 
the steers into the experiment at $7.25 per 
hundred weight and selling the feeds other 
than wheat and corn to the steers at the 
following prices: Cottonseed meal $20 pet 
ton; alfalfa hay $9 per ton; and silage 
per ton.

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From the Late William Watson's 
“Seroll Books.” 
By Robert C. M. Auld. 


(Continued from last issue) 


Here is an interesting document—about 
the only remnant I have of my own records, 
which were burned up in a fire T had in 
Michigan; from The Polled Cattle Society, 
9 Old Market Place, Banff, N. B., dated 
November 21, 1882, signed by Alex. Ram- 
say. “Dear Sir: I am turning my atten- 
tion to the revision of Vol. I of Herd Book. 
I shall probably have to draw upon you for 
information with respect to some of the 
animals bred at Tillyfour. If you will re- 
fer to the cows (841) and (842), you will see 
the date of calving is not given. Can you 
supply us with their age? They were sold 
by your uncle to the late Emperor Napo- 
leon. Their sire is stated to be Angus of 
Tillyfour (140). Is it not more likely that 
their sire was Angus (45)?” The cows 
(841) and (842), which is will be noted just 
preceded the entry of Erica (843), were en- 
tered as “(the property of) His Imperiai 
Highness Napoleon III and as “bred by Wil- 
liam McCombie, Tillyfour’—the first being 
Lola Montes 2nd, sire, Angus of Tillyfour 
(140); dam, Lola Montes (208); the second 
bing Angelica, bred by William McCombie; 
sire, Angus of Tillyfour (140); dam, Queen 
(52). The Note placed by Mr. Ramsay after 
these cows in the Revised Vol. reads that 
their sire “is not Angus of Tillyfour (140), 
but most probably Angus (45) see under 
cow (52);” that is, “Queen,” calved 1844, 
bred by William McCombie, dam of cow 
(842) the note underneath saying that 
“though the date of calving is stated differ- 
ently, is is probable that this cow is the 
same as Queen Mother (348)” who was 
calved in 1843, being sold at Mr. Fullerton’s 
sale the next year as a yearling to Mr. Mc- 
Combie. She remained in his possession 
until the Highland Society’s show in 1856 
when she was sold to Mr. Bowie, dying 20th 
of August, 1858. “This celebrated cow” as 
she is referred to in this Note produced at 
Mains of Kelly, Victoria of Kelly (345) by 
Cupbearer (59)—foundress of the Mains of 
Kelly Victoria family. 

I find here that I had included an ex- 
haustive treatment of Hanton (228) by Pat 
(29) as a Keillor scion, but it is too extend- 
ed to produce at this time. 


It will be sufficient to note that as the 
History stated the situation in regard to 
this Panmure-Monarch-Victor, and Queen 
Mother evolution at Tillyfour, that “Mr. 
McCombie had already developed the type 
of his Queen tribe, and had proved its ex- 
cellence by its capacity to produce within 
itself such stock as Lola Montes, Bloomer 
and Windsor”—a trio not found in any con- 
temporary herd and if these cows gave 
birth to others of equal quality, carrying 
the herd on in its triumphant career, they 
showed an inherent capacity of their own 
dominant, productive kind. Mr. Mc- 
Combie had no dread of introducing Angus, 
to rob him of any credit he himself had 
already deserved for producing such a fami- 
ly of matrons. Angus failed to produce a 
son at Tillyfour, able to carry on ‘n the 
male line. But the get of Hanton (228) 
Whose sire was Pat (29) whose sire was Old 
Jock, the same as Adam’s—according to the 
Revised Version carried on. He had for his 
dam Lizzie, calved 1849, whose sire was 

rl Spencer’s Son (154) by Earl Spencer

(24) by Panmure (51), dam, Milkaway of 
Ardestie (668), (bought by Mr. Bowie at 
Fullerton’s 1844 sale). So, that in admitt- 
ing Hanton, Mr. McCombie was thus rein- 
fusing Panmure (51) blood. 

The succession from Hanton is seen in 
Rob Roy Macgregor—whose dam was Wind- 
sor (202) by Victor (46) by Monarch (dam 
Jean Ann (206) by Panmure (51)). Rob Roy 
was followed by Black Prince of Tillyfour, 
his son, out of Maid of Orleans (580), gran- 
dam Bloomer (201), by Monarch (44), etc. 
Black Prince who had perhaps more record- 
ed calves than any other bull—I having 
counted 30 of them; though Mr. Fullerton 
records the fact that “Panmure left over 
50 calves” in Eastern Forfarshire, which 
was beside his Aberdeenshire get. Among 
Black Prince’s get was the not-to-be-for- 
gotten steer Black Prince; while he is fully 
credited with being the sire that did the 
refining of the Ericas in the Ballindalloch 
herd. 

Don Fernando (517), the next at Tilly- 
four, but not of the retained line, had been 
purchased from Lord Southesk, who had 
acquired his sire Windsor. He now remem- 
bered Mr. Scott of Balwyllo who had ac- 
quired “the first female of note at Tilly- 
four” and exhibited her at Aberdeen H. S. 
Show in 1847, and of that Balwyllo blood 
was President 4th (368) purchased by Mr. 
McCombie from Mr. James Leslie, The 
Thorn, his breeder (calved 1863), his sire 
being President 3rd (246) and dam Flower 
of Strathmore (479), which according to 
the H. B. traced to the same foundation as 
“Queen of Ardovie and Princess of Ardovie 
(831)” (but see Note under Ringlet (68)). 
An analysis of his (President 3rd’s) pedi- 
gree “discloses a strong infusion of Panmure 
and Ardovie blood, mixed with Keillor 
strains.” President 3rd was “the last sire 
used at Keillor,” as will be noted below. 
Bright (454) followed another son of Black 
Prince (366), upon a foundation of Eastern 
Forfarshire and Banffshire herds. 

“Those acquainted with such matters,” 
remarks the “History,” “will recognize that 
by these alliances, the blood of Panmure 
was nearly as much concentrated in the Til- 
lyfour herd as was that of Favourite (252) 
in the early Shorthorn pedigrees of Charles 
and Robert Colling.” But neither of these, 
nor any Shorthorn pioneer had influenced 
William McCombie in his crowning opera- 
tions or models. 

So, William’s advisory solicitude as to the 
veteran McCombie’s carrying on with the 
blood of Angus “in line,” was—rather su- 
perfluous. He had Angus but that bull pro- 
duced nothing in the male line to justify 
William’s expectation. Instead an examin- 
ation of Mr. McCombie’s mode of operation 
shows his reliance on the blood of Pan- 
mure in the male line to get as nearly al- 
ways to it as he could and it proved a happy 
combination. He had developed his Queen 
tribe to such a point that there was no dif- 
ficulty in its carrying on, with its own 
blood. What we have set down above proves 
that the Panmure-Queen blood was his 
sheet-anchor. The closer he could get to 
that he was the more satisfied. 

This is the lesson, evidently, to be learn- 
ed from Tillyfour’s system and operations; 
he finding all the treasure trove in the Bu- 


or “Doddies 
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chan Meg foundation, that was needed to 
accomplish his purpose. 


THE LINE THAT FAILED 

Among those who participated in the 
William Watson Letter discussion was Mr. 
W. S. Ferguson, Pictonshill, son of Mr. 
Thomas Ferguson, Kinochtry, who, as “an 
interested young breeder” vouchsafing his 
views in regard to Tillyfour remarked; 
“First, we have Windsor (221), purchased 
by Lord Southesk, and bred by Mr. McCom- 
bie. This bull was got by Hanton (228), a 
pure Angus bull bred by Mr. Bowie, by 
Adam, bred at Keillor. Then we have Al- 
ford (231), and Panmure (232), both bred 
at Tillyfour, and purchased by Mr. Bowie. 
Alford was by Hanton, out of Fair Maid of 
Perth (313), got by a Keillor bull, Angus 
(45). Mr. Watson says, “Angus made Mr. 
McCombie’s herd”. Panmure (232) was also 
by Hanton out of Crinoline (204), one of 
Mr. McCombie’s purest Angus cows. The 
Shah (680), bred at Tillyfour, and purchas- 
ed by Mr. Ferguson, was got by an Angus 
bull of Keillor blood, through the Southesk 
herd. The Shah’s dam was one of Mr. Mc- 
Combie’s famous Prides of Aberdeen, the 
tribe which Mr. Watson especially names as 
of pure Keillor descent, and advises Mr. 
McCombie ‘to stick to them and breed them 
in line’”’, 

In regard to the above; Windsor (202), 
was neither “a pure Angus cow”, nor bred 
by Mr. Fullerton—she was bred at Tilly- 
four, got by Victor (46), dam, Queen of Ar- 
dovie (29). Alford (231) had for dam, Fair 
Maid of Perth (313), out of Young Jean 
Ann (144) by Monarch (34) by Panmure 
(51), and grandam Jean Ann (206) by Pan- 
mure (51). Crinoline (204), the dam of 
Young Panmure (232) which the then 
Young Lochinvar, Mr. W. S. Ferguson said 
was “one of Mr. McCombie’s purest Angus 
cows’, could not be so characterized as her 
sire was Victor 3rd (193), by Monarch, and 
of the Queen foundation. Of Angus: his 
dam was the Favourite cow, purchased by 
Mr. Bowie at the Keillor sale of 1848, about 
which cow the reader is referred to Prof. 
Jamieson’s “Communication”—appearing in 
the “Scroll Books” which will be reproduced 
later. After the sale this matron gave birth 
to a calf that rather shocked Bowie; and 
she was put to the “corrective” embrace of 
Earl Spencer (24)—he the sire of Earl 
Spencer 8d and 4th, of Hanton 2d, out of 
Lizzie, dam Hanton (228), and he also a 
son of Panmure (51). “The History” states, 
regarding the dam of Angus, that is Old 
Favourite that “respecting her identity 
there has been some confusion which it is 
impossible to completely fathom” notwith- 
standing William Watson’s assistance—she 
not therefore claiming a known named ma- 
ternity, like the Queens of Ardovie. Mr. W. 
S. Ferguson refers to Shah, belonging to 
Mr. McCombie’s famous Prides of Aberdeen, 
“the tribe which Mr. Watson especially 
names as of pure Keillor descent, and advis- 
es Mr. McCombie ‘to stick to them and 
breed them in line’’. As to foregoing it has 
been, I think, abundantly shown, despite 
“Angus” etc., that the statement that Prides 
of Aberdeen could by no manner of means 
be considered as “of pure Keillor descent”

lowa Heifers Set Top on Chicago Market. 
Top price for heifers on the Chicago mar- 
ket Monday, June 6, was $6.75, secured by 
our firm for a consignment of Aberdeen- 
Angus from G. C. Chadima, Fairfax, Iowa. 
The price was highest in several weeks. 
There were 26 head in the shipment. With 
the exception of 11 head these heifers had 
been raised from the Chadima pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus herd. The 11 cost $7.25 
last fall at which time they averaged 485 
pounds. 

All were started on full feed Dec. 1, get- 
ting a ration of ground barley and oats, ear 
cern and 1% lbs. of cottonseed and oil meal 
per head, as well as one ounce of minerals, 
hand fed. The Chadimas never sell their 
— as feeders, but fatten them for mar- 

et. 

In addition to the foregoing ration Mr. 
Chadima stated his heifers seemed to relish 
the good black dirt to be found on his farm. 
He said the heifers would chew mouthfuls 
of dirt during each meal, but how much they 
consumed during the feeding period would 
be difficult to estimate. 

He still has a load of toppy yearling 
steers back on feed. “I have quit trying to 
guess the future, but we are going to hold 
these steers back a while yet,’ the owner 
said. “The flies are out earlier this spring, 
but we are not troubled much that way be- 
cause when flies are unusually bad the 
cattle go into the barns and are not bother- 
ed much by them.” 

Mr. Chadima holds quite a record with his 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. He has been breed- 
ing and feeding 40 years and raises about 
25 calves a year from registered bulls and 
pure bred but unregistered cows. All his 
calves are vaccinated against Blackleg. In 
all that time he remembers only three years 
when he could not make expenses. This sea- 
son was the worst, he said. ; 

The Chadima cattle are the high dressing 
kind. During the last four years nothing 
dressed out less than 63.40 percent beef, 
last year’s average being 63.90 percent.— 
John Clay & Co., “Live Stock Markets” 
June 16th. 
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There is an old saying that when busi- 
ness is booming everybody wants to buy, 
but when prices are depressed too many 
people get the feeling that the industry is 
going to remain in the “dumps.” This, 
however, is not the case as history is bound 
to repeat itself and it may not be very long 
before prices for all classes of live stock 
will again be on the upgrade. The writer 
remembers all too well the period before 
the world war when sheepmen were selling 
good young grade ewes at $4.00 per head 
threatening to quit the sheep business be- 
cause the price of wool was very low and 
lamb and mutton sold at comparatively 
low prices. In less than two years these 
same people were getting back in the sheep 
business, paying twice the amount for ewes 
of poorer quality that they sold out for not 
more than two years earlier. The same 
condition prevailed among cattle and swine 
producers. It is a safe prediction that this 
same condition will prevail again. 
There may be conditions when for finan- 
cial or other reasons it becomes necessary 
to liquidate and sell seed stock that should 
remain on the farm. On the other hand it 
would seem that now is the time for pure 
bred live stock farmers to improve and 
strengthen their herds and be in a position 
to take advantage of better prices for good 
breeding animals as soon as conditions are 
improved. Unfortunately, this is not being 
done to any great extent. Some breeders 
who have been through these periods of de- 
pression before know what the aftermath 
of these times are and are planning accord- 
ingly. 
The same condition holds true with com- 
mercial cattle producers. Instead of buying 
better bulls for range herds, rangemen have 
been taking bulls that under normal condi- 
tions would not be purchased. The only 
consideration has been the price and qual- 
ity has been thrown in the discard. This 
situation can result in only one _ thing, 
namely inferior cattle for future feed lots. 
There never was a better time than the 
present to start a pure bred herd. Good 
and well-bred cattle can be purchased at 
the present time at very little above com- 
mercial prices, while feeds of all kinds are 
cheaper than at any time within the last 
twenty-five years. When better times come, 
which is sure to be the case, values of pure 
bred live stock are sure to rive very rapidly 
and those who had the foresight to 
strengthen their herds and those who get 
started while prices are low are sure to 
reap their harvest. There is an old saying 
that “the surest way to make money out of 
the cattle or any class of live stock is to 
buy when prices are low and sell when 
prices are high.” 


Numerous reasons might be advanced for 
these predictions. In the first place there 
has been an extended liquidation of breed- 
ing and commercial cattle in all parts of 
the country. From some sections because 
of extended drought, while from other sec- 
tions because there is always a cash market 
for cattle and this class of live stock has 
been selling as well as any other farm com- 
modity during the past few years. 

Market reports show a decrease, during 
the first four months of the year, of the 
number of cattle that have been shipped to 
the country for feeding as compared to the 
number shipped out during the same per- 
iod in recent years. One factor that has 
been working to the disadvantage of higher 
prices for commercial cattle is the low 
price of pork and other meat products. 
While it is difficult to make any prediction 
about pork prices, it seems reasonable that 
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with the heavy losses of spring pigs re- 
ported over a large area of the country, 
hogs for market will not be so plentiful by 
fall of 1932. 

With these facts before us it seems that 
there never was a more opportune time to 
found a herd of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle. The cattle are available at lower 
values than have prevailed at any time 
since 1900, while on the other hand the 
quality of the cattle is better because of the 
marked improvement made in_ breeding 
pure bred cattle. 

This country is not going to the “dogs.’ 
The American farmer and business inter- 
ests have always found a way out of their 
difficulties and they will work out of the 
present depression and business will again 
be on a more substantial basis than ever 
before. There is more money in the coun- 
try than during any previous panic and 
there are more people who must be fed and 
clothed. Therefore, let us look at the hope- 
ful side of life. Those who have lost hope 
have lost everything. The American farm- 
er should therefore look forward with con- 
fidence to a more prosperous future for 
agriculture, because it is bound to come. 
While it may not be possible as yet to see 
the silver lining, it should be remembered 
that those that take long views are the 
ones that will ultimately come out “on top.”

is simply ridiculous; and as to the second 
clause that has been dealt with also. — . 

As to Shah’s sire, what do we find? He 
was by Thedore (393), who was by Jupiter 
(471) by Windsor (221) a Queen bull while 
Jupiter himself traced to Panmure (51) 
while on his dam’s side he had an infusion 
of the blood of Earl Spencer 4th. The dam 
of Prince of Wales 2d was by King Henry 
(390) out of Kathleen of Kinnaird (339) 
whose dam was Kate (12) by Monarch (44) 
out of Cleopatra bred at Tillyfour; while 
King Henry’s grandam was also this same 
Kate (12) by Monarch (44). 

It is a very remarkable thing that all 
these members of the Black Meg (766), dam 
of Queen of Ardovie family; and of Black 
Meg, the dam of Panmure, both of them 
being pure Buchan cows bought by the 
leading breeders in Eastern Angus, who 
showed a preference for that blood, should— 
by going north to get it—immediately, after 
crossing the Dee and reaching Angusshire, 
and afterwards, invariably be “claimed” as 
of “pure Angus blood”. Besides the other 
leading member of the Forfarshire trio— 
in which Mr. Watson might be included, to 
make it a quartette—who put reliance on 
the Panmure—Queen, Buchan blood, was 
Mr. Alexander Bowie, who upon the Pan- 
mure-Black Meg blood founded his famous 
Marthas, of which Jim Crow was one of 
the most remarkable sires of his day— 
“History”, p. 121; and from this Black Meg 
sprang his Earl Spencer (24) by Panmure, 
sire of Earl Spencer 2d,(25), out of the 
also mysterious dam of Angus (45); while 
out of the Black Meg of the Tillyfour Queen 
choice, he founded his Victorias of Kelly, 
which had an equally productive career. 

It is also strange to reflect upon Mr. Wil- 
liam Watson, and Mr. W. S. Ferguson (and 
his father) continually dilating upon Mr. 
McCombie’s “foremost place in preserving 
and increasing the popularity of the black- 
skins”’—and offering advice to the veteran 
of a kind which did not seem to effect any 
improvement of noticeable amount in their 
own stocks. That it a peculiarly droll sit- 
uation that might engage the most profound 
psychoanalysts to explain. The glory that 
was sought to be reflected from its source, 
in the succession of prize winning matrons, 
the result of matings by a long list of sire- 
to-son sires, of the predominant blood of one 
prepotent strain exhibited, a system never 
dreamed of in any such barren philosophy 
that achieved nought for those who offered 
it. Such is the lesson to be learned from 
the ineptitude and infelicity of “advice” that 
failed to work out a modicum of success 
among its tenderers.

ville, Cecil county. My opportunity to see 
this herd was unexpected and I did not have 
a chance to let Mr. Bailey know I was com- 
ing and he was not at home. His herds- 
man took me through the pastures and 
showed me the cattle. There are twenty- 
one cows, most of them registered and 
most of them with young calves. The herd 
bull was bred by Mr. M. C. Sherman, 
President of our Association, Queenstown, 
and is by Mr. Sherman’s Bar Marshall herd 
bull. This herd bull of Mr. Bailey’s is sir- 
ing some real good calves. In the barn I 
found nine steers. A few of the best of 
these were entered in the Baltimore Show. 
Mr. Bailey’s new beef cattle barn just 
about completes his equipment for hand- 


ling a large herd of cattle. The plan is to 
build the herd up to the capacity of the 
farms which contain around 700 acres fac- 
ing the Chesapeake Bay. 

Mr. Bailey’s plan is to gradually develop 
his place into one of Maryland’s Beauty 
spots and populate it with good Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle.

Wheat for Fattening Cattle.

The return per bushel of ground corn fed 
in Lot 1 was 25.5 cents, while each bushel 
of ground wheat fed to the steers in Lot 4 
brought 21.3 cents. In Lot 3, where 2-3 
wheat and 1-3 corn was fed, wheat returned 
32 cents per bushel and corn 29.8 cents. A 
similar return would have been made for 
these grains in Lot 2 had the appraised 
value equalled that in Lot 3. 

Summarizing the results obtained in Lots 
1, 2, 3 and 4, it can be said that when fed 
with silage, cottonseed meal and alfalfa 
hay, wheat will give the most satisfactory 
results if ground and mixed with ground 
corn. Whether 1-3 or 2-3 wheat should be 
used will depend upon the amounts of these 
grains available, since these two mixtures

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are about equal in value. These results al- 
so indicate definitely that with wheat and 
corn at approximately the same price per 
bushel, ground wheat, if mixed with ground 
corn, will be fully as satisfactory as corn 
for fattening cattle. 

It will be noted that the same compari- 
sons of wheat and corn were made in Lots 
5, 6, 7 and 8 as were made in the first four 
lots. This second series is of special inter- 
est because no silage was fed, instead al- 
falfa hay was the only roughage used. 
The initial weight per steer in Lots 5, 6, 
7 and 8 ranged from 604 to 606 pounds. 
The average daily gains were as follows: 
Lot 5, 2.46 pounds; Lot 6, 2.51 pounds; Lot 
7, 2.65 pounds; and Lot 8, 2.55 pounds. It 
would seem that the differences in gains 
among these lots were too small to indicate 
significance. Perhaps the most interesting 
thing in connection with these gains is their 
size. Each lot gained around 2.50 pounds 
per head daily, whereas 2.25 pounds is con- 
sidered satisfactory for yearling steers fed 
180 days on a good ration. It should be 
noted, however, that for the first 112 days, 
Lot 5, fed ground corn, gained more each

28-day period than Lot 8, fed ground wheat. 
The fact that the gains in Lot 5 slowed up 
during the last 60 days was due to the in- 
ability of the steers in this lot to consume 
large amounts of grain over a long period. 
Had this not been true, the lot fed ground 
corn would have doubtless gained more than 
Lot 8, fed ground wheat. It should be said, 
however, that Lot 5 did not go off feed at 
any time. Lot 8, as far as I have ascer- 
tained, made the greatest gain that has ev- 
er been recorded where ground wheat was 
the only grain fed to yearling steers. 

In Lots 5, 6, 7 and 8, cottonseed meal was 
fed at the rate of one pound per head daily 
and alfalfa hay was consumed by all lots 
at the rate of approximately five and two- 
thirds pounds per head daily. The relative 
palatability of wheat and corn and mixtures 
of the two are shown in the following av- 
erage daily grain rations: Lot 5, ground 
corn 14.05 pounds; Lot 6, ground corn 9.6 
pounds and ground wheat 4.8 pounds, or a 
total of 14.4 pounds; Lot 7, ground corn 
4.7 pounds and ground wheat 9.4 pounds, or 
a total of 14.1 pounds; and Lot 8, ground 
wheat 13.1 pounds. 

Comparing Lots 5 and 8 and basing cal- 
culations on pounds of grain required for 
100 pounds gain, we find that ground corn 
was ninety per cent as efficient as ground 
wheat. Similarly, ground corn was just as 
efficient as the mixture of 2-3 ground corn 
and 1-3 ground wheat fed in Lot 6, and 93 
per cent as efficient as the mixture of 
ground corn 1-3 and ground wheat 2-3 fed 
in Lot 7. Here, as in the first series, is am- 
ple proof of the high nutritive value of 
ground wheat as a feed for fattening cattle. 

Despite the satisfactory rate and economy 
of gains made by Lot 5, these steers were 
appraised at $5.25 per cwt. or 25 cents less 
than Lots 6 and 8, and 75 cents under Lot 
7. This low value of Lot 5 reflects the 
plainness and poor conformation of several 
steers which are evident now but were not 
apparent at the time they were allotted. 
However, the appraised values indicate def- 
initely that ground wheat makes satisfact- 
ory beef. 

The low appraised value of Lot 5 resulted 
in a very unsatisfactory return per bushel 
of corn fed. This low return, however, re- 
flects the quality of the steers rather than 
the effects of the feeds. 

In Lot 8, ground wheat returned 20.9 
cents per bushel. The combination of 1-3 
ground corn and 2-3 ground wheat register- 
ed the highest returns of the grain rations 
fed with cottonseed meal and alfalfa hay. 
Specifically, in Lot 7, the returns per bush- 
el were; ground corn 32.1 cents and ground 
wheat 34.4 cents. In the second series, as 
in the first, mixtures of ground wheat and 
ground corn proved to be somewhat more 
satisfactory than ground wheat fed alone. 

These results suggest that when wheat 
is as cheap or cheaper than corn, wheat 
alone could be used satisfactorily for fat- 
tening cattle. This conclusion is based up- 
on the excellent gains made in this experi- 
ment together with the relatively small 
amount of grain required for 100 pounds 
gain where ground wheat was the only 
grain fed. Also, ground wheat caused no 
digestive disturbances, and no difficulty 
was experienced in keeping the cattle on a 
full-feed of wheat. Wheat, in both instan- 
ces, was less palatable than corn as measur- 
ed by pounds of grain consumed per steer 
daily, but one pound of wheat produced 
more gain than one pound of corn. 

When viewed in its entirety, the most 
significant thing about this experiment is 
that 60 head of cattle were fed in six lots 
on either ground wheat alone, or mixtures 
of ground wheat and corn, and in every in- 
stance the results were satisfactory.
